A white radiating angelic hand, issuing -from a cloud, and 
grasping a branch o-f a rose tree, with -four white roses thereon, 
which touch only the -four lower most pentacles. No rose buds are 
present, only leaves touch the -four upper most disks. All the 
pentacles are similar to the Ace, but without the Maltese Cross 
and wings. They are arranged like the geomantic -figure Populus. 

The -four lower pentacles are analogous to the four elements 
in their corporeal form. The four uppermost disks are linked to 
the elements in their incorporeal form. The five rose buds of the 
7 of Disks have died and given way to growth in the 8 of disks 
over the four lower disks, where these four outer roses bloom in 
full glory signifying necessary sacrifice of higher aspirations 
for the more attainable and simple, to be cultivated. Therefore 
the roses blooming on the lower disks show growth of the material 
but lack of spiritual. Since the roses bloom in Assiah, it shows 
toil in this area to keep them blooming - cultivation. 

The clouds have gathered a greater fullness, nourishing the 
earth through rain, causing new life to spring forth. 
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The 8 of Disks teaches a balance that must be kept on earth 
with life/death, vice/virtue, and all lifes i di osyncraci es. Hence 
its name "Lord of Prudence", -for with the powers of discrimina- 
tion and discretion, one may judge right and wrong thus acting 
with care so as to work with the Cosmic Law. It shows the time 
between sowing of the seed and the harvest, which involves growth 
and nourishment, clearing o-f weeds, watering and removing pests 
which all point to a productive though waiting time in a persons 
li-fe. If a person takes care of their crops, giving them just 
enough but not too much of the right treatment their harvest will 
be a successful one; and this also applies to life, and to 
alchemy. So these are the lessons the 8 of Disks teaches. 

Alchemically speaking, this card represents a hardening, or 
in .some stages congelation which must be broken and made aqueous 
again. htorover though the 8 of Disks represents the discrimina- 
tive powers of the alchemist where each operation must be done 
with care, with everything according to its own time. Therefore 
you see here the practical application of the sowing, cultivating 
and the harvest. 

The 8 of Disks is coloured in the Princess Scale. The bacl - 
ground is the colour of the sign. Greyish Yellow, which is 
described as a Yellow Lime Green. The disks are the colours of 
the planet, Apricot Yellow rayed Soft Pink. The rose bush and 
leaves are coloured the complementary colour to the background. 
Light Violet. The centres of the disks and stars thereof, the 
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hand, roses and clouds are coloured Brilliant White. The back- 
ground is likened to the other cards where it is painted deep 
near the clouds and translucent as it graduates to the top of the 
card. 


The overall impression taken from these colours is gentle 
growth, the impregnation of soul into life. The Greyish Yellow 
shows an active intelligence in a state of relaxation and the 
Light Violet brings forth the freedom of vision and hints at 
dedication to life. The Apricot Yellow is the productive workings 
of humanity. The colours here are very subtle, therefore their 
effect is also subtle. 

The astrological association to the 8 of Disks is the Sun in 
Virgo, This portrays an individual who is very versatile and 
adaptable, both in mind and in physical ability. There is an 
awareness and inventiveness with a talent in the world of busi- 
ness - trade and merchandise. In health this combination shows 
strong recuperative powers though there is an intolerance to 
drugs and toxic foods, however consciousness of health encourages 
clean living. This character is at home in the outdoors and 
draws strength from nature, but has a preference for the comforts 
of life and to general practices of self abuse, alcohol and rich 
food. Sun in Virgo people are very critical not only with other 
people, but with themselves making them perf ect i oni sts .

A white radiating angelic hand holding a rose branch o-f 9 
white roses, each o-f which touches a pentacle. There are rose 
buds as well as -flowers. 

The roses have gone to the upper part o-f the Tree showing 
growth in the upper and lower areas o-f the rose bush, and that 
there is consciousness o-f the two echelons o-f existence, which 
are divided by a 9th disk in the centre, placing 4 disks in the 
upper branches o-f the maturing rose bush and 4 disks in the 
lower. The presence of the blooming rose at each disk shows that 
the state now attained is full nourishment, realisation of deve- 
lopment and richness in life. The central disk with a blooming 
rose underneath and a new rose bud on each side shows that the 
upper echelon is still separated, and that there is still poten- 
tial for more growth in the lower; by the positions of the rose 
buds, the direction of growth is ever spiralling upwards, and are 
the prebirth energies focussed in Assiah. 

The clouds lay soft as if covering the earth in a vaporish 
mist giving life to the land with their morning dew, from which 
the rose bush draws an abundance of nourishment and spiritual 
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light. Speak to the earth and it will teach you; treat it right 
and it will spring -forth fruits. 

Alchemi cal 1 y, the 9 of Disks is representeth of a final 
transf ormati on of the vital spirit, and the God that is within, 
to which one is to be made ready to transform into - to became 
one.

Yesod of Heh ( inheri tance, much increase of goods). 

The 9 of Disks is coloured in the Princess Scale. The disks 
are coloured Cerise rayed with Emerald Green. The background is 
coloured Greyish Yellow (Yellow Lime Green), and is deep in 
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pigmentation at the bottom of the card shading to translucent 
near the top. The clouds, hand, roses and stars within the disks 
are coloured Brilliant White. The rose bush is coloured comple- 
mentary to the background. Light Violet. 

Ingenuity is expressed through selfless love of life and 
aspiration (Emerald Green rays over Cerise working through 
Greyish Yellow). The Light Violet is the spiritualised mind. The 
Greyish Yellow is likened to the forest Silver Green seen in 
early spring, which is life and new growth with promises of 
future abundance. The Cerise also alludes to an underlying 
subtle form of energy, giving a lasting warmth and drive neces- 
sary for growth. 

The astrological association to the 9 of Disks is Venus in 
Virgo, which shows Venus in its fall. This shows the formation 
of high critical standards, analysis of emotions and sincere 
gestures. Feelings of inferior sexuality or social standing are 
covered up by a very cold exterior, preventing possible relation- 
ships from developing.
